Out of the 248 blocks that were 


favored with an increase in price, we 
find only 22 of the new type. Most 
of them are the 1927 1%c Harding 
and 4c Martha. The Cincinnati, O., 
1%ec registers the largest gain among 
the small type blocks. It jumps from 
$2.00 to $5.00. 

Very few outstanding price changes 
have been made on single items. The 
1c Lansing compound lists now $5.00 
a gain of $2.00. But we consider 
this price way too low. Our last copy 
was sold for $10.00 to Mr. Huscher 
of Golden, Colo. We actually believe 
this stamp is worth just as much as 
the Batavia 14%c compound, if not 
more, as there is more demand for 
the. Lansing stamp. The Batavia 
compound retained its $30.00 price 
in this edition. 





Among the coils, we find the 2c 
Sheboygan was raised from $2.00 to 
$5.00. This stamp is worth $25.00 
today, as it cannot be purchased un- 
less an old collection is broken up. 
Those who don’t know the history of 
this stamp, probably can’t understand 
its value. The story goes around that 
several years ago, the postoffice at 
Sheboygan was robbed of its stamp 
supply. Among the lot were all of the 
2c coils. The lot was never recovered, 
and probably the thieves destroyed 
the precancelled coils, finding that 
they could not dispose of them. 

Among the Springfield Experiment- 
als, three items gained a few dollars 
in value. 

One of the most surprising facts is 
the steady decrease in price of the 
2c compound from Columbus, Ohio. 
The 8th edition listed this stamp at 
$4.00 a single, and $25.00 for blocks 
of four. The 9th edition listed it at 
$2.00 a single, and $10.00 per block. 
The 10th edition lists the singles at 
$1.00 and block at only $5.00. We 
didn’t have any when the price went 
up and—neither do we have any now, 
so we should worry. But we remem- 
ber when a collector refused $25.00 
for an off-centered block from us. He 
wanted $50.00. Such is life. 

Another sharp change in price was 
made on the le Oklahoma, Oklahoma. 
The block of four was reduced from 
$75.00 to $35.00. Most likely to be 
more in line with the other prices. 
However, since only two blocks are 
known to be in existence, we certain- 
ly still would ask and get the old 
price, if we should be the lucky finders 
of a third block. 

If you collect Bureau Print precan- 
cels—the most popular U. S. specialty 
—you_ certainly should own a cata- 
log. The price is 75c postpaid.

POSTMARK SOCIETY NOTES 


Independence Day brought forth a 
host of colored cancels, not only from 
the Navy, but from land postoffices 
as well. Fireworks, Ill, and Inde- 
pendence, W. Va., used red ink with 
metal hand-stamp. The following of- 
fices used red ink; Independence, Tex.; 
Independence, Ky.; Independence, 
Miss.; Independence, Wash.; Liberty, 
Ala.; Liberty, Arizona; America, II; 
Young America, Ind.; Schneider, Ind. 
Blue ink was used by Badhan, S. C., 
while Old Glory, Texas, used brown 
ink (this on June 14.) 

USS West Virginia used three dif- 
ferent printed cachets for Inde- 
pendence Day. These were: (1) Pic- 
ture of the Mountaineer Ship in green; 
(2) a view of No. 4 turret in blue, 


showing her navy “E” with three 
“hashmarks” underneath, this for 


efficiency in gunnery; (3) a cut from 
a photograph of the “Tron Man” 
trophy recently won at athletics. This 
in brown. Covers were cancelled in 
purple and black. 

USS Biddle used red cancel, no 
wording in location spaces, but a 
printed “Independence Day” cachet. 
USS Broome used green cancel with 
“SAN DIEGO—CALIF.” in location 
spaces. USS Chandler used blue can- 
cel with “INDEPENDENCE—DAY” 
in spaces. USS Dahlgren used same 
wording, same color. US Light Target 
No. 1, 1X35, used a red cancel with 
the words “INDEPENDENCE—DAY” 
between bars. USS Saratoga used a 
metal handstamp with purple ink, 
with printed cachet on the cover; quite 
an unusual cover from the “Ship of 
Happy Landings.” 

USS Pennsylvania used black cancel 
on July 4, with words “STARS & 
STRIPES—FOREVER” in _ location 
spaces. USS Dolphin used black can- 
cel with “INDEPENDENCE—DAY” 
in location spaces. USS Maryland 
used same wording, but applied cancel 
in red, blue or green. USS Utah used 
same wording, with cancel in black. 
USS Lexington used black cancel with 
“FOURTH—OF JULY” in location 
spaces. USS Relief used words “XTH 
OLYMPIAD—LOS ANGELES” ap- 
plied in black. This is the first time 
I have heard of either of these ships 
using other than a metal handstamp, 
having no location spaces. 

USS Partridge on July 4, used

There is another stamp that can be 
listed among the early United States 
Postage stamps that have been pre- 
canceled. I am referring to the 1 cent 
ultramarine of the 1867 issue, the 
grilled variety. 

Some time ago a gentleman came to 
my office and stated that he had some 
old postage stamps and invited me to 
come to his residence and examine 
them. This I was glad to do and found 
that the stamps were the 1c stamps 
mentioned above, each of the copies of 
which there are five, was used by be- 
ing attached directly to the cover or 
front page of a copy of The Cincinnati 
Journal of Medicine, the magazines 
were without wrappers and were ad- 
dressed with the name of the addres- 
see in pen along the margin of the 
cover. 

The cancellations on the stamps are 
of the gridiron type, the cancellation 
on the stamp only and not showing on 
the cover of the magazine, thus indi- 
cating that the cancellation was ap- 
plied to the stamp prior to placing it 
on the magazine for mailing. 

Of the five magazines which I ob- 
tained, there are numbers for July and

NOT STAMP The promoters of a 
COLLECTING series of cacheted 

covers for Sport 
Events submit a sample of a cover 
for the Hambletonian which is equiva- 
lent to the annual Kentucky Derby 
raced at Louisville each year. The 
cover is a very beautiful one if you 
like pictures but of course bears no 
stamp collecting. The 
promiscuous issuing of covers for any 
and all occasions is doing much to 
destroy the interest in legitimate 
stamp collecting. 

Originally, the present interest in 
cover collecting, especially covers with 
cachets was brought about through 
the Government use of cachets for 
official activities in the air mail serv- 
ice. This soon degenerated into rub- 
ber stamp pictures from any town 
where an airplane was sighted pass- 
ing over and today covers are being 
cacheted for almost any excuse that 
the weilder of a rubber stamp can 
think of. 

It is true that there are numerous 
events of national and historical im- 
portance which are of much interest 
and which are really worthy of a 
souvenir cover for those who are real- 
ly interested in making a collection of 
souvenir covers and we do not attempt 
to deny the fact that such a collection 
has merit and is interesting, but no 
matter in what direction one works 
with such a collection he soon finds it 
so cluttered up with trash and with 
worthless and disgusting offerings 
that he is soon in a quandry as to 
just how far to go and where to stop. 

The advance in air mail rates from 
5e to 8c will certainly put a stop to 
some of the unnecessary covers which 
are in so many cases made for sale. 

Beyond that, the collector will have 
to take stock of his own interest and 
decide for himself just what he will or 
will not include in his collection. The 
average new collector in this line goes 
into the game with the belief that he 
can, if necessity demands, sell his col- 
lection and at least get the cost of his 
postage out of it but should it become 
necessary that he sell he is soon rude- 
ly awakened from the dream that he 
has had. 

Historical covers make a very in- 
teresting collection but 100 choice and 
carefully selected covers is of far more 
interest than 500 which have little or 
no excuse for having been issued. 

Along this same line there it at 
hand a letter from a Mr. Smith of 
Brooklyn, N. Y., who deplores the 
present situation and remarks that 
the cacheted cover business is fast 
turning into a “racket”. 

Mr. Smith refers to a cover which 
he sent for a cachet and it is believed 
that the cover was solicited unsealed.

OLYMPIC STAMPS IN ERROR 


First the French did it and now 
our own postoffice department follows 
in their footsteps and makes the same 
error. At least such is the situation 
according to Robert Harvey of Kear- 
ny, N. J., who points out the error in 
a letter to the Newark Evening News. 


“Sir—I notice that the new stamp 
is inscribed ‘Xth Olympiad—Los 
Angeles, 1932.’ The word ‘Olympiad’ 
refers not to the Olympic games, but 
to ‘the interval of four years between 
two successive celebrations of the 
Oympic games’ (Funk & Wagnalls 
Desk Standard Dictionary), so that 
its use as above is wrong. The identi- 
cal error was made by France in 1924 
in inscribing a commemorative issue 
‘VIIIe Olympiade.’ These stamps were 
subsequently withdrawn when the 
mistake was noticed. That this error 
should be repeated by the United 
States two Olympiads later shows 
that too little care has been taken in 
preparing the many new issues which 
have been put out in recent months.”

On July 26, 1932, a Post Rider, dressed in the costume of the Colonial Period, 
was given two old sacks of mail in front of The Virginia Gazette office in Williams-

FIRST AIR MAIL 





Lafayette, Indiana, lays claim to 
being the city in which Air Mail serv- 
ice was first attempted. Robert Brown 
of that city submits a copy of the La- 
fayette Journal and Courier of July 
20th, in which there is a large print 
of the take off of the first air mail 
flight ever attempted. 

It is stated that on August 17, 1859, 
John Wise, outstanding balloonist of 
his time started out in his balloon,
